As a lecturer, entertainer, and orator Wile was worth while 


but as an expert on international affairs he failed to give much in- 
formation \vhich would give the people ot Clearfield an insight 
into the solution of the problem., confronting us today.

Playing on the sen- 
timents of his audience Mr. Wile referred to the graves in Franct 
and declared that one look at those to~nbs of the battle dead would 
make any man a firm believer in the principle of u league of na- 
tions. His endorsement of the league on this score is based en 
tirely on the presumption that the league would abolish war and
